Henry Huff,a negro laborer, 27 
years old, was arrested yesterday 
by Detectives Coker and McGill 
in connection with the murder 
of Sadie Holley Monday night, 
the eighth victim of Atlanta’s so- 
called “Jack the Ripper.” Huff 
was arrested at his home, rear of 
81 Brotherton street, and when 
taken into the station house his 
ragged trousers up to his knees 
were heavy with blood and soft 
dirt He is said to have been 
seen with the woman at a late 
hour Monday night. 


HHEELELKHKKKE EH HEHE HHH HH 
Again hurling ‘defiance at At- 
lanta’s police department, “Jack 
the Ripper” has claimed his 
eighth victim. The latest of the 
cut-throat murders committed 
within the city limits within the 
past few weeks came to light yes- 
terday morning when the body 
of Sadie Holley, a negro woman, 
was found on Atlanta avenue 
near the south side trunk sewer 
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line. 


And with equal defiance, and 
apparently an equal security 
from arrest, the gang of sneak 
thieves and burglars which has 
thrown Atlanta's homes into 
consternation continues, unmo- 
lested, to ravage where it Wills. 

Deeds Grew Bolder. 

Neither “Jack the Ripper,” on the one 
hand, nor the gang of thieves on the 
other has let up for one week in their 
terrorizing crimes. In fatt, the deeds 
grow bolder and bolder with each suc- 
cessful evasion from capture at the 


-hands of the police and detective de- 


partments of the city. 

Atlanta's sleuths, so far from cap- 
turing the cut-throat murderer, so far 
from obtaining even a clew to lead to 
the arrest of any one of the thieves, 


have not even succeeded in making an

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Governor Hoke Smith will be elected 
to the United States senate on the first 
joint ballot to be taken by the general 
assembly in the hall of the house of 
representatives today at noon. 

The result of the ballot taken sep- 
arately in the house and senate Tues- 
day at 12 o’clock, gave the governor 
128 votes out of a possible 228, and as- 
sured his siebiiod on the joint ballot, 
which will be taken Wednesday. 

Governor Smith received 21 out of 
44 votes in the senate, two less than 
the necessary majority to elect, and re- 
ceived 107 votes out of 184 in the house, 
or 14 more than the necessary majority. 
He received a total of 128 votes. 

Senator Joseph M. Terrell, Governor 
Smith’s closest competitor in either 
house, received 17 votes in the senate 
and 36 votes in the house, a total of 
53. 5 

Pleasant A. Stovall, of Cuatham 
county, received 2 votes in the senate 
and 17 in the house, a total of 19.

THREE DROWNING BATHERS 


“It was no more than anyone else 
would have done” was the only com- 
ment made yesterday by William Sims, 
of Atlanta, who has just returned to 
the city from Cumberland Island, where 
he snatched two girls and one man 
from the hungry waves, the last trip 
to Save a i3-year-old girl being made 
when he was exhausted, and could 
hardiy make it back to e shore. 

While Sims has done ali he could to 
keep the story quiet, his friends have 
not been so backward in telling of the 
exploit, and unite in declaring that it 
was the most daring and the bravest 
rescue in their knowledge, and pro- 
pose to bring the facts in the case to 
the attention of the Carnegie commis- 
sion to secure a reward for the young 
hero. 

William Sims is a nephew of Robert 
Sims, paying teller of the Third Nation- 


clerk's office. 

On Sunday, June 24, Mr. Sims made 
three trips out trom Cumberland Beach 
into a choppy sea. and each time he 
brought a drowning person back with 
him. The first one rescued was Mar- 
garet Bridge, a i13-year-old girl; the 
second time he brought in a man 
named McCrary, of Brunswick, Ga, and 
on the third trip, starting out when 
he was exhausted to a point of drop- 
ping, he succeeded in saving the life 
of young Fay Petty. the 18-year-old 
daughter of M. L. Petty. the real estate 
man of Atlanta. The young Petty gir) 
had sunk twice before Sims was able 
to reach her: and before he made the 
journey back to shore he himself was 
almost exhausted.

Judge W. A. Covingfon has retired 
from the race for the United States 


senate. — 

After a conference with his friends 
Judge Covington announced late 
Tuesday night that he has decided to 
withdraw from the contest and that 
his name would not be placed in nomi- 
nation at the joint session of the gen- 
eral assembly Wednesday at noon.

Mrs. Bessie Henry, who was the first 
to reach the couple after the shooting, 
was taken to headquarters for exami- 
nation. She and Mrs. Brooks, anoth- 
er boarder, had been. with Mr. and 
Mrs. Ingersoll a short time before the 
tragedy. 

At that time they were sitting on the 
front porch, and husband and wife 
‘seemed to be the best of friends. In- 
gersoll went into the house and up- 
stairs, and was followed shortly by his 
wife, who said that she had the clean- 
ing up to do. 

She had not been gone many min- 
utes, states Mrs. Brooks, when the 
shots were fired.

TOWNS BURNING 


PEOPLE FLEEING 


Detroit, Mich., July 11.— With hardly 
more than half a dozen houses left 
standing in the villages of Au Sable 
and Oscoda, with the city of Alpena 
fighting a disastrous. fire all day, and 
with fir raging along the line of 
the Detroit and Mackinac railroad 
from Au Sable to Cheboygan, and at 
other points in the saorthern part of 
the peninsula, heavy rain is needed to- 
night to. prevent a possible heavy loss 
of life. 

Not Due to Forest Fires. 

Today's fires at Alpena and Oscoda 
were not due to forest flres, but orig - 
inated in slab yards that were dry as 
tinder from long drouth. At Cheboy- 
gan a mountain of sawdust caught 
fire, and the flames threatened to 
spread through the city. 

The smaller towns of Metz, Millers- 
burg and Tower, along the Detroit and 
Mackinac railroad, were reported to 
bel burning today, and in Lewiston, in 
Montmorency county, and Alger and 
Turner, in Arenac county, were said 
to be threatened by forest fires. 

Wire service from Au Sable north to 
Cheboygan was interrupted thig after- 
noon, but news of the fires at Alpena, 
Oscoda and Au Sable was forwarded by 
train to East Tawns, where wires were 
available for transmission to Detroit. 

C. A. Little, manager for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company at Al- 
pena, who got out of Alpena on a 
train at 7 p. m. and arrived at East 
Tawas late this evening, said the train 
passed through no fires until they were 
approaching Au Sable. 

City a Mass of Flames. 

“That ‘city was a mass of flames,” 
he said. “I don’t believe there are half 
a dozen houses left. Many refugees were 
taken from Au Sable on the steamer. 
Others flocked to the shore of Lake 
Huron and were driven into the water 
by the intense heat. Many found 
refuge in the flelds along the railroad

The negro shot and killed W. 8. 
Washington, his employer, and serious- 
ly wounded S. L. O'Neal and a negro at 
a time camp near here this morning. 

Washington was instantly killed by 
the negro’s shots. The negro isduced 
Washington and O'Neal to go with 
him to a place nearby, where he seid 
he wanted them to look at some ties. 

As soon as they had left the camp, 
the negro, without any warning, 
turned on the men with a pistol. 

After shooting Washington to death, 
the negro shot O'Neal. He then re- 
turned to camp and shot two negroes 
who were employed there. 

Washington and O’Neal were bora 
prominent .

Of course, it isn’t obligatory upon 
the governor to issue his own cre- 
dentials. In the few instances where 
a governor has been elected to the 
United States senate, he has let the 
detail of issuing credentials fall upon 
the shoulders of his successor.

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WILL THE SENATE BLOCK 
APPOINTMENTS OF SMITH?

With the election of Governor Smith 
to the United States senate practically 
assured, the question has arisen 
whether or not the senate will decline 
to confirm the appointments which he 
will make by virtue of his position as 
governor. 

In a sealed envelope Governor Smith 
Monday submitted to the senate four 
appointments of judges and solicitors. 
In executive session Tuesday morning 
the senate voted to refer these ap- 
pointments to the general judiciary 
committee. 

Since this is the first time such ac- 
tion has ever been taken by the sen- 
ate on appointments by the governor, 
it was done, ostensibly, for the pur- 
pose of delaying the confiramtion until 
it was determined whether or not Gov- 
ernor Smith wodid be elected to the 
United States senate. 

It has been rumored for some time 
that the senate would not confirm any 
appointments made by the governor 
should he be elected senator, and the 
action taken Tuesday morning would 
seem to bear out that rumor. 

Governor Smith is confident that all 
his appointments will be confirmed by 
the senate, although he is elected sen- 


ator, and he doesn’t believe the senate 


will wait to give the opportunity of 
making the appointments to his suc- 
cessor in the gubernatorial office, who- 
ever this may de. 

It is mot at all probable that Goy- 
ernor Smith will resign his office as 
governor before the senate adjourns 
for the session. In fact, it has been 
reported that he would not resign be- 
fore December, this length of time in 
which to resign his office being allow- 
ed him by law. The fact, therefore, 
that the appointments, whoever makes 
them, cannot be confirmed until the 
session of 1912, will very likely induce 
the senate to confirm Governor Smith’s 
appointments this session, even though 
that body were inclined to hold them 
up.

At 11 o’clock the senate went into 
executive session, but adjourned a few 
minutes later. 

Several new bills were 
Tuesday as follows: 

New Bills in Senate. 

By Senator Blalock, of the Twenty- 
sixth—A bill to amend the constitu- 
tion so that all confederate veterans 
shall be entitled to pensions, wiping 
out the $1,500 property clause. 

By Senator Moore, of the Thirty- 
seventh—A bill for the same, but fix- 
ing the minimum pension at $60 per 
annum. 


If the action of the house prevails, 
the composition of the committee to 
investigate the state agricultural de- 
partment will not be limited to farm- 
ers alone.

POLICE AWAKENING NEEDED. 


Atlanta’s appalling criminal record has been increased the past 
two days by the outrageous and wanton murder of another negro 
woman and two flagrant and daring burglaries in the heart of well- 
populated residence sections. 

A dozen such murders and as many similar burglaries whose 
perpetrators are still at large, would not complete the list of the last} 
two months, | 
The assassin who is engaged in this periodic and regular throat- 
cutting of hard-working servant women, and the marauder who does 
not hesitate, day or night, to invade centrally located homes and 
carry off valuables, if necessary, at the point of the pistol, are plying 
their vocations apparently in no awe of the police. 

It has been said that no person commits a crime without leaving 
some clue to his identity; certainly no criminal ever absolutely cov- 
ered his traces in a series of assassinations or burglaries. 

What is the matter with the Atlanta police that they have not 
found these traces; have not found the criminals themselves and 
locked them securely from further depredation ? 

Is it indifference or incompetence? 

Is Atlanta in need of a police awakening or of a police shak- 
ing up? 

This appalling criminal record makes it apparent that one or 
the other is about due. 

In a communication published today, Rev. H. H. Proctor, of the 
Congregational church, points to the reign of terror among the negro 
women of the city, chiefly the servant women who have to go to 
their homes after dark, as a result of the operations of this clumsy 
“Jack-the-Ripper,” who would long ago have been in the toils of a 
live and efficient police. 

He bases his appeal not alone on the serious phase these assassi- 
nations have put upon the servant problem, but chiefly upon the 
broad ground of humanity. 

He points out that the negroes are practically helpless—helpless 
against the crimes of one of their own race. It is true. It is also 
true that, held to the strictest accountability to the law, they are 
entitled to its full protection equally with the foremost and most 
prominent citizens of Atlanta. 

It is the duty of the Atlanta police to find that criminal and 
bring him to harmlessness and punishment. 

It is equally their duty to terminate this series of burglaries, 
none of which have yet, fortunately, resulted in murder, only because 
unarmed occupants of homes have not so cornered the criminal that 
murder was his only way out. 

It is not sufficient to say, We are working on the case;” these 
are situations in which results alone count. 

While “we are working on the case,” another woman’s throat is 
cut and another house is robbed, perhaps at the pistol’s point. 
Atlanta is becoming aroused over this thing, and the people are 
approaching the point where they will demand results or know the 
reason why. 

Assassins and burglars will continue to laugh at a somnolent 
police until they wake up and get into action. 

And if the needed awakening is not soon forthcoming, there is 
little question that an incensed public will find an effective prod.

The popular view of the close connection between fat and good nature 
and weight and balance is not wholly without rational foundation. Fat. un- 
pleasant and stogy as it is, ie one of the most valuable tissues in the human 
body, and any man who reduces his share of it below a certain reasonable 
level, not only takes the smooth edge off his temper and balance off his pow- 
ers of judgment, but exposes all of his higher tissues, notably the muscular, 
nervous, and secreting, to danger of both starvation and disease. A moder- 
ate cushion of fat is one of the best buffers and bucklers against the “slings 
and arrows of outrageous fortune,” whether in the form of germs 
or in strains upon endurance. 7

BARRETT URGES STARTING 
OF FIGHT ON BOLL WEEVIL 


Union City, Ga., July 11.—(Special.) 
President C. S. Barrett, of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, today issued the follow- 
ing card: 

To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers’ Union: Reliable and non- 
alarmist experts calculate the cotton 
boll weevil will cover the entire cot- 
ton belt within five years. It will 
probably be in Georgia in the fall of 
1912, perhaps sooner. 

The ostrich-head-in-the-sand policy 
is foolish, almost to tne potnt of crim- 
mality. It is better to race facts now 
than to suffer the penalty later. 

Southwestern cotton states have, by 
the loss of many million dollars, dis- 
covered the most feasible methods yet 
devised for combatting the boll weevil. 
Their experience is ours for the tak- 
Ing. 

Unless the portion of the cotton belt 
as yet untouched by the boll weevil 
takes step in time tne advent of this 
insect is going to produce bemporary 
panic by wholly deranging the cotton 
culture, as yet the financial backbone 
of the southern states. 

I deem it my duty to issue these 
plein wafnings, and to urge every 
farmer in the territory likely to be 
affected to go about putting up de- 
fenses this year and without delay. 

The detail remedies will be gener- 
ously furnished you by your state ag- 
ricultural departments, experiment 
stations, or the federal department of 
agriculture. Roughly speaking, they 
are few and simple. They consist in 
using an early maturing variety of 
cotton, that the crop may be gathered 
before the weevil has attained its 


Sreatest power for damage: intensive 
cultivation, which will produce a max- 
imum fiber to the acre; burning over 
of old fields after the crop is gath- 
ered; and above ali, cultivation of 
other crops not susceptible to the 
weevil. 

The Farmers’ Union News, published 
at Union City, recently published sta- 
tistics showing that Georgia spends 
annually for products other than cot- 
ton more than $170,000,000 a year. 
Every bit of these products can be 
grown in and, every dollar of that 
sum should be kept in Georgia. The 
amount we virtually give away to 
other sections for the food and farm 
products our own acres should bring 
forth is rfearly $20,000,000 in excess of 
our return, in Georgia, for the cotton 
crop. 

What is true of Georgia is relatively 
true of other states not yet touched 57 
the weevil. As I have previously 
commented, the trend toward scien- 
. tific agriculturs, diversification and 
intensive cultivation is impressive. 
But it is only on the threshold of 
what it should be. 

And the boll weevil is forcing our 
Eands! It is compelling us, in self- 
preservation, to turn to a system we 
should long ago have embraced volun- 
tarily in self-interest. 

I feel that the peril is so real that 
the warning should be commensu- 
rately solemn. Begin to fight the boll 
weevil now. If you do not it is going 
to dig great holes in southern prog- 
ress and prosperity.

The Certificate System. 

Editor Constitution: Since the pub- 
lication of the letter under the head 
“Employers’ Certificate System Sug- 
gested” in the issue of June 30, many 
citizens who are familiar with the 
vagraney conditions in Atlanta have 
expressed their approval of the sug- 
gestion to amend the vagrancy act 
providing for the employers’ certifi- 
cate system as an assistant to the en- 
forcement of the vagrant act. 

All agree that conditions in Atlanta 
are extremely bad, and the law abid- 
ing class have become thoroughly dis- 
gusted with trying to solve the prob- 
lem in Atlanta under the vagrancy 
act. 

Agitation for law enforcement 
against the vagrant as a class has no 
effective force; spasmodic raids do 
much harm. The innocent very often 
suffer in such. raids. 

The vagrant when the raids starts 
sidesteps and dodges; they go un- 
caught, staying under cover until the 
raids are over, then they come out 
without a scratch. 

With the employers’ certificate sys- 
tem there would be no raids or spas- 
modic stirs, the vagrants could be 
kept on the move or be run in, in such 
cases as deserve attention, the real 
employee or working man would very 
seldom be called upon to make a 
showing. 

The certificate being given only on 
demand, the employer would very sel- 
dom be called upon to furnish it; thé 
vagrant having no employers, could 
bother no one for certificates, but 
would have to make some other kind 
of showing when called on or move 
away. 

If the suspect should produce a cer- 
tificate, when called upon, which may 
be fraudulently issued, this could be 
discovered easily by inquiry or inves- 
tigation, as the maker can be called 
upon as the employer for an explana- 
tion or a statement, in any case the 
certificate locates the employer or al- 
leged employer and furnishes a start- 
ing int for investigation, to verify 
or disprove the statement of the sus- 
t where there may be a doubt as 
to the truth. 

With an amendment to the vagrancy 
act providing for the employer's cer- 
tificate system, and the value and 
weight that the same is entitled or 
shall have after being issued, when 
the suspect desires to use the same 
as evidence, the issuing of the certifi- 
cate being guarded by law, and the 
fraudulent uses being subject to pun- 
ishment, frauds in issuing and using 
being easily discovered, employers 
would be satisfied with the slight in- 
conveniences in the few cases they 
would be called upon to issue on de- 
mand, and assist such employers as 
may be under icion to prove em- 
ployment within the law. ; 

In issuing these certificates tae of- 
ficer’s time would be saved and em- 
ployees’ rights fully protected, and the 
vagrant moved or run in.

| Designating the District Schools 


Thomasville, Ga., June 30, 1911. 

Editor Constitution: With some dif- 
fidence I wish to make through your 
columns a suggestion to the Georgia 
legislature. 

In the act of 1906 creating the dis- 
trict agricultural schools no provision 
was made for naming them and they 
are now known by the district num- 
bers. 
legislature to exercise its prerogative 
by conferring on these schools suita- 
ble and appropriate names under 
which they might be known instead of 
the méaningelss designations by num- 
bers. As these are primarily agricul- 
tural schools I think it inappropriate 
to name them for statesmen and poli- 
ticians. Georgia has in her history the 
names of many citizens distinguished 
for service to the farming interests 
of our state for whom they might be 
more suitably named. Such were the 
Le Contes; Terrell, who founded the 
first chair for agricultural education 
in the world; Gilmer, who left his for- 
tune for a similar purpose; Berckmans, 
for years president of the State Horti- 
cultural Society; Fort, the discoverer 
of artesian wells in the south; Whit- 
ney, the inventor of the cotton gin; 
these and others whose names are 
Similarly connected with agriculture 
could be honored in this way. . 

I recall that a good many years ago 
Americus was punished by the Cen- 
tral Railway by being designed as No. 
21 on its time-tables, schedules and 
markers; the citizens of that city were 
righteously indignant and resented 
such action by building the Americus, 
Preston and Lumpkin Railway. With- 
out intention the state is injuring 
these institutions in the same manner 
and one of them is in the same city 
of Americus. No college spirit can 
thrive under such names as they bear; 
think of trying to write a college song 
about the Seventh District Agricul- 
tural school; yet these are the things 
we like to do when we are young and 
some of our best young people know 
no other alma mater. They cannot be 
advertised under the present names for 
no one remembers the number long 
enough to, distinguish them when there 
are already eleven of them and pros- 
pects of more as we grow. Their 
names are now liable to change as no 
one knows where they will fall after 
each reapportionment and a school 


of them might fall in one district. I 
trust some one will introduce a bill at 
the present session of the legislature 
conferring sensible and honored names 
on these schools.

ON DRAINAGE OF SWAMPS 


Valuable and very timely reports on 
the drainage of swamps and overflow 
lands of Georgia has just been issued 
by the state geological survey. 


importance because of the great in- 
terest recently manifested throughout 
the state in this question, is a preiimi- 
nary report on the drainage conditions 
of the state, giving in some detail 
what has already been done toward in- 
vestigating these lands, and what 
their reclamation would mean toward 
improving agricultural and health con- 
ditions of the state, 

The report says that Georgia has a 
Sreater extent of swamp and overflow 
lands than any of the Atlantic sea- 
| board states, except Florida. The 
total swamp and overflow land area 
is estimated at 2,750,000 acres, which 
is approximately one-fourteenth of the 
area of the entire state. These lands, 
which embrace some of the most fer- 
tile and productive of Georgia, at pres- 
ent, pay not only little or no revenue 
to the state in the form of taxes, but 
they are in many places a great me- 
nace to public health by being the 
breeding places of disease producing 
mosquitoes and other obnoxious in- 
sects. : 

Forming an appendix to the report 
is the proposed drainage law pre- 
pared by the legislative committee of 
the Georgia drainage congress.

As Result of 1 the Wreck of 
the Federal Express 


Train From Washington to 
Boston Leaves Track While 
Traveling 60 Miles an Hour. 
Four of the Dead Not Yet 
Identified. 


Bridgeport, Conn., July 11. —-T welve 
battered bodies in the morgue, forty- 
four sutterers in the hospital and a 
mountain of junk at the foot of a 20- 
foot embankment at the western end 
of the eity, tell the tale tonight of the 
worst wreck in fifty-eight years’ his- 
tory of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford ratlroad. 

Although the accident happened to 
the Federal express just before dawn, 
and the coroner's office has been busy 
all day answering telephone and tele- 
graph inquiries from all parts of the 
country, four of the dead, two men 
and two women, remain unidentified.

“cross-over” which the express had to 
take to enable it to stop at the sta- 
tion here, and the rules of the line 
Prescribed a speed at this point of not 
more than 15 miles an hour. Stories

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Yale- Harvard Athletes Beaten by 
Oxford-Cambridge Lads 


London, July 11.—The Queen's Club 
was the scene today of the most excit- 
ing contest in its long history, when 
Oxford and Cambridge defeated Har- 
vard and Yale in the fifth meeting of 
the oldest universities of the two na- 
tions. The climax was dramatic, each 
nation had won two meetings, and 
each had to its credit four of today’s 
events. 

Victory depended upon the last event, 
the one-mile run. Until the final event 
there was no demonstration of any 
kind but when six young athletes toed 
the mark for the crucial] test silence 
fell over the scene, followed by a wild 
demonstration when Baker, of King's 
College, Cambridge, running a clever 
race, sprinted 
yards from Moore, of Oxford, who was 
if Harvard, 
third. The time was 4:27 3-5. 

Band Piayed “God Save the King.” 

Baker, who will be forever illustri- 
ous in the annals of the light blues, 
was carried off the field on the should- 
ers of his comrades, while the band 
played “God Save the King.” It was 
such an unroar as might have been 
witnessed at some American meeting. 

The two teams were remarkably 
evenly matched. The Americans prac- 
tically had walk-overs in the jumps 
and hurdles. The hammer-throw was 
conceded to the Oxford Rhodes scholar, 
Putnam, of Kansas, but the Americans 
counted upon a fair proportion of the 
runs. That the Englishmen took four 
out of five of these including the one 
mile and the two miles, confirmed the 
fears. that the climate might weaken 
he staying powers of the Americans. 
The latter, as usual, appeared more 
highly strung and more nervous than 
their rivals. The record as a whole, 
were only average for an international 
meet, 

No unpleasant incidents marred the 
meeting, and all conceded that the 
Americans are good sportsmen. 

Americans on the Result. 


Speaking of the results tonight, 
Richard C. Floyd, the Harvard manag- 
er, who was in general charge of the 
Americans, said: 

“The English distance runners de- 
feated us. This goes to show, as it 
has so often done, that it is hard for 
distance runners to come across the 
ocean and\keep in the best of form un- 
der radically different elimatic condl- 
tions. However, we do not offer any 
excuses. We hoped to win the odd 
event and are disappointed that we 
did not. Nevertheless, we have had a 
splendid time and have been treated 
perfectly.” 

J. A. Carson, the Yale manager, said: 

We depended upon winning the 
hammer throw and the 100 yards. 
When these were taken away we could 
not win. The men worked their hard- 
est and gave all that was in them.

GIRL SHOOTERS

I do not 
wish to discoura members from tell- 
ing me their troubles, because I am 
always giad to help them in any way 
possible, but I cannot refrain from 
Calling the attention of members to a 
vory important means of self-helf that 
* oftentimes serve them to better 
Advantage than I can under existing 
conditions. It is the careful reading 
of this department three times a week. 
It is surprising how many members 
will write for help upon questions that 
Were discussed in detail in this de- 
partment, a ng just a few issues 
previous. ake my mail of today. It 
contained two letters asking about 
sorehead, and two about roup; one 
party wanted to know “how to pre- 
serve eggs in water glass.” All these 
questions have been gone into thor- 
Oughly within the last two weeks. I 
try to anticipate just such queries by 
giving an article each meeting on 
timely topics to avoid delay in mem- 


bers getting their answers after the hatching conditions and percentage of 


fowl is suffering from some disease. 
The time lost in these delays is suf- 
ficient in the case of such fowls to 
make the advice useless many times 
when received.

sible to go into detalls in their letter, 
and my reply must, therefore, be more 
of a general nature, when there are 
probably articles in the past few is- 
sues that would give just the infor- 
mation desired, and in a full and 
complete manner.

pointed to the hour or noon. The chat- 
ting which had amounted to a noisy 
hum of voices during the six minutes 
preluding recess ceased and a perfect 
stiliness prevailed over the floor and 
the galleries. The hushed silence was 
over when it was seen that there were 
other preliminaries to be disposed of. 

The speaker had the clerk read the 
rules relative to the placing of candi- 
dates for office in nomination, to vot- 
ing on same and to excluding out- 
siders on the floor; also the rules 
denying all present the right of ap- 
plauding. He announced that all would 
be strictly enforced. Persons entitled 
to pass the doorkeepers sufficient to 
crowd the entrance and fill the outer 
aisles flocked around the desks of 
the members situated on the outskirts 
of the hall. 

Again the speaker ordered that the 
law relative to the election of senators 
be read, and the clerk read the acts 
of 1866 as passed by congress and em- 
bodied in the code of Georgia, which 
state in detail how such elections must 
be made.

Several clues were found, according 
to Chief Lanford, which give promise 
of yielding something definite, but so 
far no arrests have been made. The 
stone which was used as a weapon 
was found in a nearby field. The 
woman’s shoes are missing, and have 
mot been found. ‘The érail of the 
slayer could be traced only a short 
distance in the soft dirt. 

Monday's murder is one of the 83 
ries which has the police at sea, and 
which is causing consternation 
throughout the negro population. 
Meetings have ben held in all the 
churches, the murderers denounced, 
and rewards offered, but there seems 
tc be no stop to the crimes, 

First One Early in Year. 

Looking back over the murders, it 
is seen thai they have not started 
recently, but only in ‘the last two 
months have they gained such fre- 
quency and regularity as to attract 
universal notice: The first one, ne- 
gro woman murdered, throat cut by 
unknown persons,” happened during 
the latter part of 1910. 

On February 19 an unknown woman 
was found near Grant Park with her 
head crushed and her throat cut. On 
January 22 Rosa Trice had been killed 
near Gardner street and the Southern 
railway in the same manner. 

From June 19 on there has been 
cne murder weekly, starting with Ad- 
die Watts, who was found near the 
railroad, her head mashed with a 
coupling pin and her throat cut. June 
25 saw Lizzie Watts killed at White 
and Uawton streets, her body hidden 
ir. a clump of bushes. Lena Sharpe 
was murdered July 1 at 24 Hanover 
street, and her daughter, Emma Lou, 
stabbed. Emma Lou has given the 
only description that the police have 
of the man. The unknown of Monday 
night completes the list. 

The present crime wave is not con- 
fined alone to the negro section. 

A Wave of Crime. 

Out in the best residence sections 
of the city a series of robberies, which 
thousand 
dollars’ worth of fine jewels and 
glassware, have been committed by 
sneak thieves and burglars. In some 
cases citizens have been providing 
special guards for their homes. 

Among the robberies which have 

igken place are: Charles L. Gately, 
$1,500; Charles <A. Conklin, 3500; 
George M. Brown, $300; J. G. Oglesby, 
$300: Howard Candler, $300, and oth- 
ers. : 
The servant theory of the police has 
been dissipated by the sneak thief at 
the Ogleaby home Monday morning, 
and it is generally admitted now that 
the robberies are the work of one 
gang. Whether they are white or 
black is not known. It is possible 
that the city has been invaded by a 
number of professional crooks, who 
are making rich hauls. 

So far there is no eviience to con- 
nect anyone with the robberies, and 
the police are at sea in regard to the 
burglaries.
